NEED FOR IMPROVEMENT 


The need for improving the sys- 
tems of electrified suburban rall- 
ways to the north and cast of 
London has long been urgently felt. 
The Inck of adequate transport in 
these regions had become n seriour 
grievance, and the railway authori- 
ties had only been deterred from 
undertaking new construction on 
their own credit by the enormous 
capital outlay t would — involve.

An interesting talk on the objects 
and alma of the Overseas League 
wan given by Mr. J, W. B. Teeling, 
who is a. member of the Léague’s 
Governing Council, to-membera of 
the. Civil. Service Cricket: Club 
yeaterday afternoon.

obligation of concerted action. 
The most, that can be hoped for, 
apparently, is that pressure may 
be brought to‘bear on Italy to 
desist from the use of force 
against) Abyssinia, The moral 
effect. of any representations 
under the Pactjs not to be under- 
estimated, but the practical 
utility thereof remaing open to 
question, Actually, all that the 
Powers adhering to the Kellogg 
Pact did was to renounce’ war 
ay’ an instrument of national 
policy; the Pact carried with it: 
no machinery for meeting a 
crisis when it arose. It is true 
that attempts have been made to 
read into the Pact an-obligation 
of united action by the signk- 
tories against any nation  ad- 
Judged to have infringed the 
undertaking, but there does not 
appear to be any real justifica- 
tion for such a view. When the 
Pact wags concluded, its chief 
value was considered to be the 
alignment of the United States 
with European Powers in an 
effort to put an end to war once 
and for all. The League of 
Nations, it was thought, was not 
‘l enough, of itself, to prevent war, 
with the United States outside 
membership. America’s’ asso- 
ciation, therefore, with the other 
major Powers, in a united de-

And how has their success veen 
brought about?

Likewise, 
If the declarer plays the ten, he 
will win the trick with the jack, 
Sf the declarer plays the queen, he 
will win with the ace, 

Supposing the declarer played 
the alx, the seven now holds. the 
trick. Eust‘should return the ace, 
and. then the jack, unblocking the 
sult so that his partner can make 
the fifth card of that suit. If East 
were to return the five spot, West 
would be forced to win with the 
king: then when West returned the 
suit) East would have it blocked 
with the ace-jack,

Weat, his partner, in the lead again 
to return the spades which woukl 
prevent the declarer from making 
a spade trick.
